MEEHAN on May 14, 195®, file No, A11066494 pertaining to 
the subject, fills file contained no information 
in addition to that previously set forth in this case. 

The above file pertaining to BGHKOWSKI was 
again made available to 3A MEEHAN and SA FHXLIP E. 

KUHItfAN on May 29, 1958, by JOSEPH R. Me HUGH, Supervisory 
Xjmaigmnt Inspector. This file reflected at that time 
that INS was in the process of preparing an ’‘Order of 
Supervision'* which would require that the subject, whose 
deportation was ordered on November 27 , 1957, was not to 
travel outside the New York district without furnishing 
wifctan notice to the Assistant District Director for 
Deportation, BIS, New York City, Records indicated 
further that INS expected to request subject to appear 
at BIS Headquarters, ?G Columbus Avenue, New York City, 
in the near future for an interview concerning his 
passport and immigration status. Nothing further had 
been heard from the Argentine government authorities 
concerning their acceptance of the subject upon his 
deportation from the United States,

On June 20, 1958, PATRICK P. Me GETRICK, 

Irastigi'ant Icspeafcor* INS, advised SA KlMHiAN that 
subject’s file reflects that nothing further has been 
heard from the Argentine government authorities concerning 
this matter. B© stated that a letter dated June 17, 

1938, had been directed to the subject care of the Polish 
National Ham-, St, Varies Place, New fork City, requesting 
that he appear at the headquarters of INS, Hew fork 
City, for an interview on June 27# 1958* No GSTRICK 
stated that the purpose of this Interview was to place the 
subject under an Order of Supervision’ ^escribed shove, 
and to ask the subject what h© has done about his 
application for a passport to Argentina. Me OETRICK 
remarked that the subject may be required fey ZHS to 
execute Polish passport application fams of* then® 
forma nay be prepared for him if his deportation to 
Argentina fails to talcs place. In connection with hio 
■Order of Sui>ervi6ion i! the subject will either be 
inquired to report in person to INS Headquarters every 
three months or will be required to report in writing 
to HIS Headquarters once a year.

On Kay 31* 1958, Detective JAMES MORRISSEY, 
Yonkers Detective Bureau, Yonkers, New York, telephonically 
contacted SA FSNTGN Y, SCHOLL and advised that one 
FRANK CHEIMXSKX, 5 Yonkers Avenue, Yonkers, How York, 
came to hi® -of fie© mid advihed him that he knovrs ESCCMtiNT 
BQHKGkSKX who la a bartender in New York City. Detective 
MORRISSEY Stated that CHS1MI3KI told his In very broken 
English that B0RK0W3KI had attended a Commnist school 
In Russia and wan at that time for seme reason meeting 
all inecettng ships In the Nat# York City harbor. Detective 
MORRISSEY explained further that CBEIIilSKI expressed the 
opinion that the subject was? in this country illegally.

has two sisters and one brother residing in that country. 

He stated further concerning himself that In 1930 he 
entered the Amy and fought against the ©emssna vintil 
the surrender of Poland later that year* He returned 
to his .native town of Augusbow, Poland, where he remained 
until January SO, 19=40, wh m he' and many other townsmen 
wore arrested by the Buss Ians . He spent eight months In 
a prism in Grodno, Poland, before being shipped to Siberia* 
0HSIMIESK2 stated ho was accused by bite Bossians of feeing 
coun to r*~r© vo lufei on&ry . He stated he wm released from 
prism in Siberia, after which time he joined Polish 
Patriotic Senersl AHSBB3 Second Corps with which he 
ultimately travelled fco-traej, Palestine, Lebanon and 
Egypt- His. unit finally went to Italy and fought at 
Monte Cassino In which area he received a decoration. 

After the war, according to CHmlMIJBKI, th® Second 
Corps was transferred to England, On receiving his 
discharge, CHE2HIH3KI proceeded In 1048 to Argentina 
whore ha resided in the Buenos Aires area, 

CHEIMX^EI stated that he worked for the Shell 
Oil Company in Argentina as a grounds keeper after which, 
time im operated a restaurant and finally entered the 
tame cmaferuction field. He stated that his restaurant 
was located in ids© port area near Buenos Aires whom 
sailors and others of Slavic origin congregated. 

GHgLMiHSKI advised that he had registered at th© American 
Consulate in Argentina an July 1, 1$48, and was admitted 
to the United States under an Jtoigrant Ouota on November 
1, 1953* 
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cmmmM.1 advised that he first borne

CHEX&X&gKX stated that ho did mt bo 13a vs • this for the 
Simple reason . that BOBE-O^SKI appeared to he living above 
his sMuazia m a sailor, CJHgXMlOTar ©plained that 
BGRKOt-.tSllI never sailed from Ar^g&nfeina for extended • 
periods of timer hut alternated his trips with lengthy 
stays ashore, QWBKSMSSKt said BSBBS^SKI led an active 
social life which included outlets . for liquor and 
"expensive women, ” CHEIHIISICX remarked that he neMr 
saw B911KG^£K.X iht^sioated bo a degree where ire would 
talk too qxuch. He added that he observed. tlmt SOHKGPSK.X 
preferred to cause another person, usually a Polish 
mmmij, to do, feoavy drinking in an effort fee uookon hi» 
defenses in order to obtain information from him. 

Ql^UUMS&l said Polish oeanon * whose nmm& h© 
could net told him that SGK&OV^JCX visited the 

captains of Palish vessels aboard ©hip whil© these ships 
were in Buesias Aire© h&rbor.

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On June U, 195$, the subject, ZYGMUNT BQRKGWSKI , 
approached Special Agents JOHN WALTER SATE and PHILIP E. 
KUHLMAN at the Polish National Ho m Bar and Grill, 25 
St. Mark® Place, Nex* York City, at which time he advised 
that he ia still residing in apartment 10 at 216 East 
Fifth Street, New York City, with BENNY PAWLOVSKI and 
that has is currently unemployed. He stated that he had 
been discharged from his job as a maintenance man with 
the Equitable House Cleaning Contractors at about the same : 
time that he was previously interviewed by Agents SMB 
and KUHLMAN on April 2, 195$. BOHKOWSKI remarked that 
for the past nine weeks he has been collecting unemployment 
compensation from the New York State Division of 
Unemployment amounting to $33 per week. He stated further 
that he is presently being fitted for a new denture and 
for the reason that he has to go to the dentist frequently 
he has not bothered getting a job. The subject at this 
time again stated that he Is not now and never was engaged 
in any activities Inimical to the Uhlted States Government 
and that he has never supported the Coimaunist cause. 

Mr. J, L. STICKLER, Jr. , Partner, Equitable House 
Cleaning Contractors, 20 East 38th Street, Mew York City, 
advised from payroll records on June 6, 195$* that 2YGMUHT 
BORKOWSKI, Social Security number 083-32-1449, 216 East 
Fifth Street, New York City, had been employed as a porter 
from March 5, 195$, until April 1, 195$* when he was 
discharged for unsatisfactory work. Mr, 3TEC&LER stated 
that he did not recall the subject and that he consequently 
could furnish no additional information concerning him. 

Miss SANDRA MAR0GLIES, Bookkeeper, Equitable 
House Cleaning Contractors* recalled BQKKGWSKI as an 
individual who worked as a porter for the company at the 
office building located at 770 Broadway, New York City* 

She stated that he was released from this job Inasmuch as 
it was found that he was not qualified for the work. Miss 
MARGOL.tSS remarked that she knew very little about BOFSiOb'SKI 
Inasmuch as his tenure with the company me for a brief 
period of time. She inmarkcd that the company was notified 
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after BOHKOV^SKI's discharge that he had applied for 
unemp loyasent ct^apenaatlon. She stated that according 
to her records, the subject was still receiving une^loystent 
compensation as of June 4 , I95S.
